Speaking from the experience of a| 
member of President Roosevelt's cab- | 
inet when the Panama canal zone | 
was purchased, and when over 25 ar: | 
bitration treaties were made with for- | 
eign nations, Senator Root delivered 
the most vigorous attack on the pres- | 
ent attitude of the United States that 
has been heard since the Panama | 
controversy arose. : 

It became known, following the! 
senator's address, that Senator Bran- 
degee, chairman of the inter-oceanic 
canals committee, will call a meeting 
within a few days to tzke up Senator 
Root’s amendment for the repel of the 
free-toll provisions. ed by Senators 
Root and Brandegee. hoth of whom 
opposed the original passage of this 
provision, a determined effort will be 
made at this session of congress to 
change the law hefore it goes into 
effect at the canal, so that the cause 
of the dispute with Great Britain will 
be removed, 

Mator Root declared the United 
States would violate all of its pledges 
and promises to the world; would be 
guilty of false pretences in its ad- 
vocacy of general arbitration, and 
would proclaim itself indifferent to na- 
tional honor and integrity if it re- 
fused to submit to arbitration or to 
retreat from the unjust position it had 
taken. 

He declared free coastwise tol.s to 
American ships were illegal, unless the 
fame concessions were made to fur 
eign ships. The claim that. the 
United States had domestic rights over 
the canal, because it owned the canal 
zone. constituted a violation «*% °° 
express guarantee of the United States 
to Grent Britain, he said. 

It is not our territory except in 
trust, he declared. Treaty or no 
treaty, we have long insisted that the 
nations of Centra] America had no 
right to debar the world from its right 
of passage across the isthmus. Upon 
that we based the justice of our entire 
action, which resulted in our having 
the canal zone. 

The United States had preached ar- | 
bitration for years. Senator Root de- 
clared, and had besought the nations 
of the world, in season and out of sea-

Remarks in Canadian House Arouses 
Comment in Washington 

Washington, D.C.—Great indigna- 
tion has been created in Washington 
by the speech of Major Sum Sharpe, 
in the House of Commons at Ottawa, 
to the effect that few native Americans 
sign for the navy, and that those who 
do are desperate. no good socially, 
morally or otherwise, and finally that 
the navy becomes a home for desti- 
tutes and moral degenerates and de- 
serters from foreign ships. 

The speech of Major Sharpe was the 
topic of conversation in the Army and 
Navy Club, where the members were 
vigorous in characterizing Major 
Sharpe as either uninformed or else 
malicious. Admiral Dewey, hero of 
Manila Bay, took occasion ‘to say that 
the men of the United States navy 
were of the highest character, mor- 
ally and physically, and that they were 
a credit to the United States. 

The report for the last fiscal year 
shows that 96.25 per cent. of the 
men in the American navy were Amer- 
ican citizens, and 90.20 per cent of all 
the enlisted force/were American born,

volume of immigration this year that 
the movement has ever known.

In the end of chapter iv we see the 
descenuanis of Cain Bevung va uth tae 
wolid, buiiding cities, inveaiing mus- 
ical instruments, working in bfaos aud 
iron and timproving things geueraily, 
but not with the blessing of the Lord, 
nor any acknowledgment of Him, The 
outcome of such disobedience is seen 
in chapter vi, 6. 12: All flesh had cor: 
rupied his way upon the earth. In 
chapier v we see the line of Abel or 
Se.h, who tock Abel's place as a pro- 
genitor of the iace, but there is no 
thing written of any of thein on the 
line of world improvement. It is 
written of Enoch, the seventh from 
Adam, and of Noah that they walked 
with God, (Gen. v, 22. 24; vi, 9), but 
what it cost them to do so and the 
worldliness which they condemnc] by 
their lives and their testimony may be 
inferred from Jude 14-16 and Heb. 
xi, 7. 

So it went on, the godly tew and the 
ungodly crowd, for about 1,600 years 
until the time of our lesson, when God 
saw that the wickednezs of man was 
great in the earth and every imagin- 
ation-of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually. He was there- 
fore compelled to change His meihod 
with man. remove the race from the 
earth and begin anew with Noah and 
his family. God never repents in 
the sense of changing His mind about 
anything, for “known unto God are all 
His works from the beginning of the 
world” (Num. xxiii, 19; Acts xv, 18). 
We change our minds and then act dif- 
ferently. God at certain times, be- 
fore appointed, takes a different line 
of action, but always knew that He 
would. 

These turnings in His m 
cedure are spoken of as His re ent- 
ings (chapter vi, 6). Nothing has 
ever taken place on earth or eve. will 
take place that God has not forseen 
from all eternity and prepared for, and 
the end He has in view He will sure- 
ly reach in Hi. time and way in spite 
of the devil and all his demons and 
his hosts of human followers. As it 
was in these first centuries so it has 
been ever since and will be till the 
kingdom comes. The world lieth in 
the wicked one, who fs the rince and 
god of this world. In matters rutt- 
feal, commercial and religious he is 
the lender, and the crowds uncon- 
scluusly follow him. 

Those who believe and follow Jesus 
Christ are about like Noah and his 
tamily compared with the multitudes. 
This ark which Noah builded was to 
preserve all who were in it. Joche- 
bed'’s ark was to preserve the babe 
she placed in it. The ark . the 
covenant was to preserve the tables 
of testimony. These are the three 
arks of Scripture and all suggestive 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, in whom 
alone there is safety. As in the 
story of Cain und Abel, he who ac- 
cepts God's way is accepted, but the 
rejector is rejected. The people who 
helped Nouwh to build the ark knew 
all about the ark, but all perished who 
were not in the ark, A good know- 
ledge of the Bible will not avail, nor 
1 knowledge of God's plan of salvation 
nor a knowledge about God and Christ. 
The sinner must receive Christ or 
ruly come to Him and take refuge in 
Him. God Himself and He alone 
was the architect of Noah's ark and 
of Moses’ tabernacle and of the tem- 
ple of Solomon. They had only to 
zo by the plan. Salvation is of the 
Lord from start to finish, and the only 
thing we can do and that God ssks 
of us is aceept what He has nroviied 
without question Notice the g-eat 
tnvitation in chapter vii, 1: Come tuou 
and all thy house into the ark. 

The Lord must therefore have teen 
che first in the ark, and then He call- 
ed Noah and his family to come to 
Him, He said concerning Israel: I 
brought you unto Myself (Ex. xix, 4), 
and His word to us is ever: Come un- 
to Me (Matt. ix, 28). Make a study 
of His “comes” from here to Rev. 
xxii, 17. In chapter vii, 16, note that 
the Lord shut him in. How safe, 
how restful, shut in with God! We 
cannot but think of the words: Your 
life is hid with Christ in God (Col. 
iii, 2). More than a full year was 
he shut in (compare chapters vii, 11; 
viii, 13, 14), but the Lord was with 
him, and that is true prosperity (Gen. 
xxxix, 2, 3, 21-23). 


The perishing of all people and of 
all living creatures on the earth (vii, 
21-23) points us on to 11 Thess, 1, 8, 
where we read of vengeance on them 
that know not God and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ 
when He shall come to be glorified in 
His saints.. He Himself has told us 
that when He shall come in His 
glory as the Son of Man the condition 
of things on earth shall be as in the 
days of Noah and of Lot (Luke xvii,

now, but when He shall come in His 
glory, bringing His church with Him, 
according to Col. iii, 4..
